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DISPOSITION  OF  UNREQUESTED  DOCUMENTS 


Occasionally  a  depository  library  will  receive  a  publication  which  it 
has  not  selected.    Libraries  receiving  such  material  are  not  required 
to  keep  the  publications,  under  Title  kh,  Section  1913,  U.S.C.  The 
Library  Programs  Service  would  like  to  urge  that  any  such  publications 
that  the  depository  does  not  wish  to  retain  be  announced  through  the 
"Needs  and  Offers  List."    Since  mistakes  do  occur  on  occasion,  this 
procedure  will  make  the  best  use  of  the  Government  publications  to  the 
benefit  of  all  depository  libraries. 


The  Eastern  Region  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service  has  been  issuing 
multisheet  single  maps  of  its  national  forests.    The  Library  Programs 
Service  will  provide  a  single  bibliographic  record  to  describe  each  of 
these  map  sets.    LPS  recommends  that  depository  libraries  maintain  index 
maps  of  the  national  forests  and  check  in  the  sheets  as  they  are  re- 
ceived.   One  of  the  quadrangle  location  diagrams  (located  at  the  bottom 
of  each  sheet)  may  be  used  as  the  index  map  or  as  a  pattern  for  an  in- 
dex map. 
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The  Census  Bureau  has  informed  GPO  that  the  State  and  Metropolitan  Area 
Data  Book,  A  Statistical  Abstract  Supplement  (SuDocs  Class  C  3.13V5: 
item  number  150),  will  be  printed  every  two  years;  and  the  next  issue 
available  for  distribution  will  be  for  19Qk.    Our  records  indicate  that 
the  I982  issue  listed  on  Shipping  List  17,609,  dated  December  13,  1982, 
was  the  latest  issue  mailed  to  depository  libraries.
